BROWN TO CARRY 
CASE TO U. 8S. COURT. 

New Orleans, October .9.—(4)— 
The United States court at New 
Orleans will be asked in a peti- 
tion to be filed tomorrow to re- 
strain the Episcopal house of 
bishops from imposing sentence on 
the Rt. Rey. William Montgomery 
Brown for alleged heresies, Rish- 
op Brown announced here late 
tonight. 

Bishop Brown said that he had 
instructed Joseph W. Shartz, his 
attorney, to seek an injunction 
against the Episcopal house of 
bishops to “prevent sentencing me 
or otherwise depriving me of my 
seat or rights as a member of the 
house of bishops.” 


New Orleans, La., October 9.—(/) 
The Right Rev. William Montgomery 
Brown, Episcopal bishop, convicted of 
heresy by a church court, and whose 
conviction was sustained by the house 
of bishops of the’ Episcopal church 
here today, tonight announced that he 
received summons to appear Monday 
before the most Rey. Ethelbert Tal- 
bot, presiding bishop, for sentence, 

Exhibiting an order to that effect, 
purporting to bear the signature of 
the presiding bishop, the deposed prel- 
ate told newspapermen that he had 
now “changed his mind about leaving 
New Orleans, and would stay and 
ficht this thing out to a finish.” 

Refuses To Indicate Action. 

He refused to indicate what action 
he contemplated in view of the order 
directing him te appear for sentence. 

The presiding bishop could not be 
reached for a statement. 

Earlier in the day, the deposed prel- 
ate announced that he would no 
longer use the title of “bishop.” 

The retired bishop of Arkansas, 
twice convicted of heresy by church 
courts, whose conviction was approved 
yesterday by the house of bishops, said 
that he would abandon for the moment 
his contest with the authorities of the 
Episcopal church. 

This announcement was made atter 
he had, earlier in the day, retained a 
firm of New Orleans attorneys to pre- 
pare a petition for presentation to a 
United States court, seeking an in- 
junction against the house of bishops 
passing sentence on him. He _ said 
that he planned to leave tomorrow 
night for his Ohio home. 

Statement of Brown. 

After attorneys had been engaged 
throughout the day in preparing the 
petition for federal intervention, 
Bishop Brown issued a statement in 
which he said: 

“I believe that I have won my fight 
to force the church to attempt an ex- 
plicit statement of doctrine. That 
statement is contained in the printed 
statement of the court of review, 
which I consider absolutely untenable, 
and bound to be rey by the offi- 
cial action of the cruel soon as it 
is thoroughly digested. Jor the pres- 
ent, I am content to await the correc- 
tive influence of a little time, since 
I am not to be finally deposed.” 

Members of the house of bishops, 
after Bishop Brown’s statement ap- 
peared in afternoon papers, said that 
they knew of no assurance that the 
bishop might have that he was not to 


be-finally deposed. The question of 
passing sentence, they pointed out, is 
entirely in the hands of the presiding 
bishop, and may be ordered at his 
pleasure.

The com- 
pany also asks that it be allowed to 
treat the trip from Atlanta to De- 
catur on the Stone Mountain line as 
two zones, thus making the rate on 
that line from Atlanta to Decatur 14 
cents instead of the present 10-cent 
fare.

Chicago, October 9.—Sixty-three- 
year-old John Worthington, gaunt, 
gray and broken with a deadly malady, 
is taking the road at last to the At- 
lanta penitentiary, still nursing the 
$2,500,000 he won in a life of spec- 
tacular swindling deals, and ehuck- 
ling—in feeble, toothless glee—that 
he will die before a train can speed 
him to the prison gates. 

Worthington, “the wolf of La Salle 
strect,’’ was to leave Chicago some- 
time Friday night, carried on the 
stretcher on which he had _ been 
brought into the city. He was going 
to Atlanta, under guard, to start serv- 
ing a two-year sentence for using the 
mails to defraud. 

United States Marshal Palmer An- 
derson ruled Friday that the serving 
of the sentence must begin at once, 
despite the pleas of Worthington’s 
lawyer that his client be permitted to 
die in peace. Possibly the authorities 
recalled that serving of the sentence 
was delayed two years ago on similar 
grounds of ill health, and that the 
“wolf” had fled to Mexico, when sup- 
posedly on his death bed. 

The two years in hiding have been 
filled with romance in the life of the 
colorful swindler. Through the pic- 
ture has flitted the daughter of the 


“wolf,’’ pretty, blonde, motion picture 
actress, known as Jane Allen. She it 
was who helped him escape from Chi- 


cago. 
She aided him in his wanderings in 


Mexico where, carrying $1,500,000 on 
his person, he paid a police chief $25 ' 
to guard him from bandits. When he 
went into California and was confined 
in a sanitarium there under the eyes | 
of the authorities, she helped him to 
escape a second time and return to 
Mexico. 

Then, dramatically and mysterious- 
ly, Jane Allen brought the old “wolf’’ 
back to Chicago. 

“I think of this place as home,”’ the 
“wolf’’ said Friday. “I wanted to 
die here. That's why I came back.” 

Some other reason may lie behind 
the pilgrimage of the gray swindler to 
the scene of his greatest triumphs. 
But his obvious reasons were to give 
himself up to the authorities and to 
make a will.

Amundsen Arrives ToPrepare 


ze PLANS TRANS-POLAR FLIGHT NEXT SUMMER 3 


For Rome-Nome Dirigible Trip 


New York, October 9.—(#).—Un- 
daunted by arctic perils, Captain 
Roald Amundsen, whose polar air- 
plane expedition barely escaped per- 
ishing last summer, arrived today 
from Europe to begin preparations for 
a resumption of the flight next sum- 
mer from Rome to Nome in a semi- 
rigid dirigible. 

As a continuation of last summer's 
attempt to fly across the roof of the 
world, Amundsen and -his youthful 
American patron, Lincoln Ellsworth, 
will head a party of 18 scientists and 
aeronautical experts on an adventure 
to be known as the Amundsen-Ells- 
worth trans-polar flight. 

The purpose of the flight will be 
geographical exploration and survey 
of a million square miles of polar re- 
gions between the point where Amund- 


sen’s expedition stopped last summer 
and Alaska, the explorer hoping to dis- 
cover large areas of land upon which 
he will plant the Norwegian flag. 

Hopping off from Spitzbergen late 
in May, after the dirigible has been 
flown from Italy via England, Amund- 
sen and Ellsworth hope to reach Alas- 
ka in sixty hours. 

“If we are lucky,” said Amundsen 


today, “we will fly on to Nome—if 
not lucky, we will walk.’’ 

If the airship is flown to Nome 
it will be deflated and sent to the 
United States. 

Amundsen’s only disappointment 
upon arrival here, he said, was not 
to find Ellsworth, famous for his he- 
roic part in the expedition of last sum- 
mer. He emphasized Ellsworth’s role 
in the proposed flight, saying “it 
would be impossible to carry on the 
project without him, as he brings to 
it enthusiasm and American inter- 
est.” 

Ellsworth financed Amundsen’s 
first flight, to the extent of $80,000 
and will give $100,000 to next year’s 
expedition. 

He will be the only American and 
will act as scientific leader and navi- 
gator. Scientists and officers will be 
supported by the Norwegian govern- 
ment, while Italian naval mechanics 
will have charge of the/motors. 

The name of the dirigible, now the 
N-1 of the Italian navy will be’ 
changed to the “Norge” and will carry 
the Norwegian flag.

PLOW STALKS UNDER. 


Just now there is a message to 
cotton farmers that ought to be 
shouted from every housetop, espe- 
cially within the drouth territory. 

The farmers have most of. their 
cotton picked and the recent rains 
have loosened the soil so that they 
have the best opportunity since the 
invasion of the weevil for plowing 
under the cotton stalks. Stalks are 
small and the season is early. The 
recent rains, however, are creating 
a new growth, which will consume 
the fertilizer now in the soil and | 
feed weevils until frost. 

Stalk destruction now is one of! 
the greatest needs in order to pro- 
duce a good cotton crop next year| 
with little or no boll weevil damage. | 

A few farmers can raise a suffi- 
cient amount of weevils to affect 
other farmers sooner or later. No 
individual, however, can afford to 
wait on his neighbor. 

It is our impression that farmers | 
have taken advantage of the situa- 
tion and are destroying more cotton 
Stalks this year than in any boll} 
weevil community heretofore, but | 
some few have not yet got the, 
Spirit. We earnestly urge this prac- | 
tice upon all the farmers this fall, 
not only for the sake of destroying 
the boll weevil but for the sake of 
holding the fertilizer now under the 
cotton plant. 

Some of the advantages to be 
realized from early destruction of 
the cotton stalks are the follow- 
ing: First, a great many full-grown 
weevils are killed outright. Second, 
breeding of many weevils are 
stopped. Third, full-grown weevils 
not killed are weakened by starva- 
tion if stalks are destroyed two or 
three weeks before frost. .Many

PASSING OF THE SICKLY SEX. 

A girl aged 18 complains that she 
suffers severely from cramps with 
each occurrence of what should be a 
normal function and she has always 
suffered in this way. Is there any 
remedy ? 

There is a remedy, but owing to 
the ignorance of our educators, the 
dignified silence of the general medi- 
cal profession and the very skillful 
propaganda maintained by the gre- 
gious nostrum interests, it is very dif- 
ficult to apply the remedy.

Fditor Constitution: So many of yonr 
readers are interested in the attempt of 
Richard Washburn Child to arouse the na- 
tion to the magnitude and continnity of 
crimes of violence that they must have wel- 
comed, with a measure of relief, his latest 
definite indorsation of what he considers 
is a partial practical solution of the prob- 
lem. He advocates the extension of the 
secret service system for the detection of 
crime and the of criminals, He 
maintain patrol and de- 
tective measures, but argues for this new 
departure on the ground of the failure to 
get at the roots of the mischief. The facts 
with which he supports the proposition are 
convineing to the extent of the need of 
something drastic being attempted. 

The suggestion is not new. As an or- 
ganization, the Salvation army, in a na- 
tional survey of the situation made a few 
months ago, this @Miew was advanced, and, 
after discussion, dropped in preference to 
a much more rational and less destructive 
arrangement. It’s one defect, however, is 
that it is voluntary and dependent upon 
the general public for the essential monetary 
aid.

DWN DISCUSSES 
POVERNMENT POLICY 


Brighton, Eng., October 9.—(4)— 
The British prime minister, Stanley 
Baldwin, discussed the government's 
policy and world affairs in general 
at the annual conference of the con- 
servative party here. 

In his opinion the advocates of 
disarmament can have little hope of 
suecess until the question of the se- 
curity pact is settled. 

“It has been too long awaiting so- 
lution,” he said. “It has been and 
still is an effective bar, and until it 
is settled, it will be an. effective bar 
to any future hope of success in the 
matter of disarmament.” 

Alluding to the efforts of Europe's 
statesmen at Locarno to “make the 
world safe for peace,” the premier re- 
marked that the proposed security pact 
would “fill in one end of a great 
morass, that gaping bog of Europe.” 
and added: “And when we have fill- 
ed that and made it sound and se- 
cure, I have every hope that the same 
principle that has guided us to the 
point we have reached in the west, 
may be applied to the permanent pac- 
ification of eastern Europe as it is 
being. applied to the west.” 

‘Surveying the world situation, as 
Whitehall sees it, Mr. Baldwin said he 
thought the clouds of trouble in China 
were lifting. 

He noted that the remarks cf Colo- 
nel L. C. M. Amery, British secretary 
of the dominions, had been criticised 
AS provocative of war, but that the 
secretary had stated Britain’s case co- 
gently and with studied modulation. 

“With mutual rectification of the 
frontier,” he went on, “we are not 
concerned with any question of claim- 
ing any territory from the Turks which 
is not under our control today.” 

The premier appeared to be of the 
opinion that Great Britain and Tur- 
key would eventually accept arbitra- 
tion in an amicable spirit. 

On home affairs, Mr. Baldwin de- 
fended the administration against an 
increasing chorus of complaints that 
it was not doing anything to alleviate 
the various problems troubling those 
who live in Great Britain. The con- 
servative government, he said, were 
not expert advertisers or window 
dressers, 

“But,” he added, “we deliver the 
goods.”

The subscriptions to wipe out the 
deficit were started at the morning 
session, when New York pledged 
$250,000 and at the close of the aft- 
ernoon session, $1,401,000 had been 
pledged for this purpose. 

The joint session of the two houses 
was held for the purpose of hearing 
the report of the national council. 


Gailor Surveys Mission Work. 


Bishop Thomas F. Gailor, president 
of the council, in introducing the re- 
port, presented a survey of the mis- 
sion work of the church, pointing out 
“the remarkable increase of offerings 
during recent years.” In 1923, the 
amount contributed for the work of 
the church was $15,000,000 over and 
above that of 1919. 

He stated that at the convention of 
1922, the national council was au- 
thorized to spend $19,000,000 during 
the triennium, but it had actually 
spent just over $11,000,000; he said, 
by the exercise of distressing econ- 
omies and rigid cutting of expenses.

Unification Move — 
Lacks Majority 
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Mussolini Virtually Made 
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Three Vital Changes In 


Fundamental Govern- 
ment of Nation Made At 
‘Dictator’s. Behest. 


BY FRANCISCO REA. 

Rome, October 9.—Out of the fun- 
damental reorganization of the Italian 
gévernment just ordered by the fascist 
cabinet, Premicr Benito Mussolini 
emerges as virtually the permanent 
ruler of Italy. Scarcely any king is 
so firmly seated upon his throne as 
is Mussolini upon the pinnacle of 
power to which he ascended following 
the spectacular march of the fascisti 
on Rome in October, 1922. The vital 
changes in fundamental government 
which are taking ptace are three in 
number. 


The cabinet has decided that all | 


townships of less than 5,000 inhabi- 
tants shall be governed under the 
Podesta scheme of the middle ages. 
In place of an elective municipal gov- 
ernment, these townships, numbering 
7,500 of the 9,000 townships in Italy, 


will be governed by an appointee of 


the central government. The Podesta 
was largely adopted in the thirteenth 
and fourteenth centuries. Then, it 
was a means of arbitrary government. 
The fascisti explain that its resump- 
tion is designed merely to centralize 
government and to bring the adminis- 
tration of the townships directly un- 
der the ministry of the interior. The 
municipal elective system thereby is 
tremendously curtailed. 


Government Controls Labor. 
With regard to labor, the cabinet 
Ras determined .upon. a course which 
will amount to government-controlled 
labor monopoly. . Reorganization of 
the trade unions was effected by an 


‘agreement between the fascist labor 


;

corporations and the industrialists’ 
association, whereby each recognizes 
the other as the sole representative of 
its class. This agreement provides 
for the suppression of shop commit- 
tees, which are socialistic for the most 
part, and the substitution of local fas- 
cist unions. 

A third vital change from the old 
order lies in the institution of a posi- 
tion to be known as presidency of the 
ministry. This was decided upon by 
the fascist grand council and soon 
will be enacted into law. It is design- 
ed to make the premier the only lead- 
er and sole responsible head of the 
government to the crown and to the 
country. It is believed that the posi- 
tion of cabinet members will be weak- 
ened automatically by this change. 


Shift Ministers at Will. 


Under this law, Mussolini would be 
able to shift_his ministers about at 
will. The cabinet might resign with- 
@ut creating a ministerial crisis, so 


long as the premier remained at his 


post. This measure is designed to 
give the fascist regime substantial 
continuity in the person of Mussolini. 

In venturing on his new schemes, 
Mussolini is as much of a pioneer as 
were those who first suggested re- 
publicanism instead of monarchy. The 
practical application of the new sys- 
tem will be observed with keen in- 
terest by all statesmen who are sensi- 
ble of the failings of elective democ- 


racy.

Plan tor Funding 
Czech Debt Made 


In Record Time 


Washington October 9.—(/)—Fs- 
tablishing a record for speedy solution 
of a problem, the American and 
Czecho-Slovakian debt commissions to- 
day agreed upon an arrangement for 
funding Czecho-Slovakia’s debt to the 
United States. 

All differences were swept aside, 
the formula of settlement worked out 
and an arrangement made for sign- 
ing the formal. documents within a 
week after the Czecho-Slovakian mis- 
sion had arrived in this country. 

The American government accepted, 
subject to congressional approval, a 
lump sum of $115,000,000 as the basis 
of the settlement upon which the an- 
nual amortization payments will be 
made, conceding a reduction of $2,679,- 
095 fromthe obligation as shown by 
treasury records. It also agreed to 
a rate of 4 1-4 per cent for computing 
accrued interest on the advances since 
they were made, with a rate of 5 per 
cent from June 15, last, to June 15, 
1935, and 3 1-2 per cent for the re- 
mainder of the 62-year amortization 
period. P 

Czecho-Slovakia was given terms 
which her representatives said would 
enable her to carry out the contract 
without disturbance to her govern- 
ment’s fiscal affairs. She will be al- 
lowed beginning next December, to 
pay $3,000,000 annually on principal 
and interest through the first 18 years 
of the agreements operation, after 
which the payments will approximate 
something over $6,000,000. The total 
she will have paid in principal and 
interest when the debt is finally ex- 
tinguished will be in the neighborhood 
of $300,000,000.

But $99,000 0f$1,500,000 FR SUT OFFGAL 
Deficit by Subscriptions 


Remarkable Increase of 
Offerings Reported by 
Bishop Gailor in Survey 
of Church’s Work. 


New Orleans, October 9.—(/)—All 
but $99,000 of the $1,500,000 deficit 
facing the Episcopal Church in the 
United States was raised by diocesal 
subscriptions in a joint meeting of 
the house of bishops and house of 
deputies of the triennial general con- 
ference of the church here today. 

The subscriptions to wipe out the 
deficit were started at the morning 
session, when New York pledged 
$250,000 and at the close of the aft- 
ernoon session, $1,401,000 had been 
pledged for this purpose. 

‘The joint session of the two houses 
was held for the purpose of hearing 
the report of the national council. 


Gailor Suryeys Mission Work. 


tishop Thomas F. Gailor, president 
of the council, in introducing the re- 
port, presented a survey of the mis- 
sion work of the church, pointing out 
“the remarkable increase of offerings 
during recent years.” In 1923, the 
amount contributed for the work of 
the church was $15,000,000 over and 
above that of 1919. 

He stated that at the convention of 
1922, the national council was au- 
thorized to spend $19,000,000 during 
the triennium, but it had actually 
spent just over $11,000,000, he said, 
by the exercise of distressing econ- 
omies and rigid cutting of expenses. 

The deficit in 1924 in the work of 
the coyncil was $135,000, and the 
president discussed the question of 
how the church could provide against 
a similar deficit in the future.

Efforts to obtain an increase in pay 
through a special election will be 
made by firemen of Atlanta, it was 


learned Friday at the city hall. TFire- 
men are preparing to circulate a peti- 
tion among registered voters of the 
city to obtain 15 per cent of these 
voters to sign a petition calling for a 
special referendum election on the 
proposed wage increase. 

According to information obtained 
Friday firemen will seek an increase 
of $30 a month in the pay of privates 
and $35 a month for officers. The 
salary of firemen now is $140 a month 
‘or privates who have served a cer- 
tain term of years. First year men 
receive $125 a month. which is gradu- 
ally increased until $140 a month is 
reached.
